Construction of the Otuz-Adyr irrigation system is to be completed by the 
end of 1950 . It will Irrigate 7,000 hectares of land, chiefly kolkhozes.

5,000 hectares for next spring's planting by 1 November. The sovkhozes should 
plant 1,246 hectares of trees and prepare 2,248 hectares for spring sowing during 
October. Many tree belts are being planted now In the kolkhozes and sevkhoses in 
Kustanay, Zapadno-Kazakhstan, Kokchetav, Aktyubinsk, Akmollnsk, Pavlodar, Taldy-

of Agriculture end the Ministry of State Farms of the Kazakh SSR are entirely respon- 
sible for the success of the plan. 

The harvest of 
rye from fields protected by a tree belt in the "Krasnyy Oktyabr'” Artel,
